TEL AVIV, July 4 (R) — Thousands of 
Israelis demonstrated in central Tel Aviv 
Saturday night calling for an end to fight- 
ing in Lebanon and the resignation of 
Defense Minister Ariel Sharon. Police pul 
the number of demonstrators at more than 
60,000. 

A small group of government suppor- 
ters chanting the name of Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin attempted to interrupt 
the rally but dispersed after police confis- 
cated some of their banners. The mass 
demonstration was called by the "Peace 
Now" Movement amid rising concern in 
Israel over the invasion launched June 6 to 
try to eradicate the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO). 

An Israeli army spokesman reported 
some small-scale dashes round Beirut 
Saturday, as Israeli Foreign Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir reiterated that time was run- 
ning out for the PLO lo reach a peaceful 
settlemenL'

into Tel Aviv from around the country in a 
fieet of buses, waved posters denouncing 
Sharon and asserting that war would not 
solve the Palesdnian problem.

BEIRUT, July 4 (Agencies'! — Palestine 
Liberation Organization Chairman Yasser 
Arafat is reported to have signed a detailed 
blueprint, agreeing to evacuate PLO leaders 
and commandos under the supervision of an 
international observation force from West 
Beirut under certain conditions, Lebanese 
government sources said Sunday. 

The document was to be handed to Lf.S. 
presidential envoy Philip Habib to be relayed 
to the Israeli government for consideration, 
the sources said. 

In the newly-signed document. Arafat also 
made the PLO pullout conditional on retain- 
ing its mtliiary presence in northern and east- 
ern Lebanon and an "energetic political, 
informational and social welfare presence” in 
Beirut, the sources said. They requested 
anonymity. 

In Tel Aviv, Israel said Sunday it totally 
rejected any plan to evacuate commandos 
from Beirut which allowed them to retain any 
presence in Lebanon. The statement, issued 
after a cabinet meeting, came as Israel step-

Panel to investigate Falklands defeat 


BUENOS AIRES, July 4 (.^eucies) — 
The army has established a commision to 
investigate Argentina’s defeat in the Falk- 
lands, military sources smd Saturday. Mran- 
whfle. foe new prerident met with his 
economy miiiister to discuss how to pull foe 
nation out of recession. 

The military sources, who asked not to be 
identffied. said foe investigative j»nel would 
be headed by Gen. Nestor Calvi. director of 
army institutes. He win gather infonnatkm 
on tbe branch’s perfomiance during tbe cam- 
paign which ended in surrender to Britain 
June* 14. and put special empha^ on in^s- 
tigating allegations from returning soldiers of 
large-scale logistical incompetence, foe 
sources said. 

Argentine prisoners of war returned by 
Britain have reported they suffered from l^k 
of food, adequate dothing and munitions. 
But Gen. Eduardo ExposhiOT, chief ^fourth 
army logistics, told a press coitierence Frfrlay 
that support operations during tbe 74-day 
Argentine occupation of foe arehipielago 
"were peifect'and completely adjured to the 
requirements of combat.” 

Gen. Reynaldo Bignone. wfao assumed the 
presidency Thursday in replacement of 
ousted Ckn Leopoldo Galtieri; met in gov- 
ernment house with Economy Minister Jrae 


Dagnino Pastore. Tbe new prerident prom- 
ised in a nationwide address Thursday night 
to return the nation to dvilian rule by March 
1 984 and significantly alter foe economic pol- 
icy followed by the generals rince their 1 976 
coup. Tbe announcement of concrete 
ecoDomic steps is eagerly awaited. 

Viitually all dvilian sectors, and an increas- 
ingly large segment of the military, blame the 
free-market, monetarists and anti- 
inOationaiy polides followed to date for the 
deep recession. 

UnempIoymeDt. estimated at 1 0 to 1 2 per- 
cent, is at a 1 0-year high while real wages and 
tbe GNP continue a steady decline. Dagnino 
Pastore is expected to announce pay raises 
for Argentine workers xo stimulate internal 
demand. Wages have been controlled 1^ tbe 
government since foe coup. A devaluation of 
tbe peso is also expected, to stimulate 
exports. 

Die politidans who met with Bignone last 
week have said they were generally favorably 
impressed by foe new president, but most 
indicated their willingness to dialogue 
depends on foe government backing up its 
promises with action. A six -year ban on pob't- 
ical activity was lifted with Bignone’s assump- 
tion and political parties — which bad oper- 
ated with growing liberty over the past year 


Strike halts British rail services 


LONDON, July 4 (R) — Strike action 
brought Britain's rail services to a virtual halt 
Suod^ for foe second tune this week and 
third time this year. 

Some 25,000 train drivers have been caDed 
out in the latest and most crucial round of a 
losg-ruimuig dispute with British Rail (BR) 
over reform of work schedules. 

State-owned BR had started running down 
services Satuxday night, but a few trains 
foached their destinations foortly after the 
/midnight deadline. 

' The management hoped some drivers 
would de^ the strike call made by the 
Associated Society of Locomotive Engineera 
and Firemen (ASLEF) and operate the new 
flexible work rosters at the bean of foe dis- 


pute. 


An ASLEF appeal for BR to suspend 
introduction of tte new rosters has been 
rejected by the mao^ement which revealed 
it was considering sacking striking drivers. 
BR offidals said they wottid not know until 
late Sunday or Moii^y whether a skeleton 
service could be run. Normally up to 7.000 
passenger trains run on Sonday and about 
17,000 on Monday to I^day with about 
1 .500 freight trains daily. 

Prime Minister Mai^ret Thatcher Satur- 
day appealed to the drivers lo re^rt for 
work. She told a political rally foe umon lead- 
ers had misjudged Britain’s mood after the 


Falklands victory, and said that foe coun^ 
was no longer prepared to jeopardize its 
fntnre "just to defend manning practices 
agreed in 1919.” 

BR intends to introduce a variable working 
day of between seven and nine hours to 
improve productivi^ and cut losses running 
at 17S minion sterling (S30S million) a year. 
Tbe larger National Union of Railwaymen 
(NUR). which covers most of the other rail 
grades, is cooperating. 

ASLEF, a tidily knit and militant union 
proud of foe driver’s elite status in foe indus- 
try, wants to keep a guaranteed eight-hour 
day while saying it might consider an experi- 
mental pesiod ^ flexittie working 

The dispute has become increasin^y bitter 
with ASLEF accusing BR of 1 frying to smafo 
foe union and foe BR chairman. Sir Pbter 
Parker, calling ASLEF leaders stupid and 
smcidal. 

ASLEF embarked on a series of one-day 
stoppages earlier in foe year on foe same 
issue, fearing the new rosters would lead to 
fewer jobs and foe edqcise of the union. 

BR's biggest customer is the state-owned 
coal industry and mm ers* leader Arthur Scar- 
gfi has thrown his suj^n behind foe train 
drivers, ordering his members not to allow 
coal normally transported by rail to be sent by 
road.

Tbe Peronist Pany. foe nation's laigesr.

OPEC set to review 
production ceiling 


ABU DHABI. July 4 (R) — OPEC oil 
ministers will hold emergency talks in Vienna 
Friday to review an output ceiling they 
imposed in March to defend prices in the face 
of a world oil glut, a senior oil official said 
Sunday. 

The official, who did not w'ani to be iden- 
tified. said the ministers would discuss the 
outcome of a meeting set for Wednesday of a 
four-man committee they appointed to 
monitor adherence to the 17.5 mDlioo barrel 
a day ceiling for foe 13 members of OPEC 
(Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries). 

The committee, composed of ministers 
from the United Arab Emirates (UAH). 
Algeria. Venezuela and Indonesia, will meet 
W^nesday to recommend whether to raise 
the ceiling. The official UAE news agency, 
quoting an o8 mhusfry spokesman, also con- 
firmed that an extraordinary OPEC minister- 
ial meeting would be held Friday and said 
total OPEC output had reached 18 million 
barrels daily.

"act of treason." 

.Avneri spent four hours in West Beirut 
visiting the Palestinian refugee camps. He 
told Arafat he hoped a Palestinian state 
would be set up soon, according to Israel 
radio. 

Government and the opposition Labor 
Party criticized the meeting but Avneri said 
he was doing his journalistic duty "in inter- 
viewing the most important figure, the leader 
of the other side on whose decisions it 
depends whether the war will go on or not, 
whether there will be a solution or not, 
whether people will be killed or not.” He said 
he look a staff reporter and a photographer 
with him into West Beirut. He described the 
besieged zone as “a functional city, not an 
abandoned city, and the difference between 
east and west Beirut is not as great as 1 bad 
expected." 

Avneri said in a telephone interview with 
Israel television that his five hours in west 
Beirut included two hours with Arafat. “He 
makes a much different impression than the 
wav he is pictured.” Avneri said. “He was 
very relaxed, perhaps a little fatalistic.” 

.Avneri said nothing about w hat Arafat told 
him. but Israel TV reported that the PLO 
leader had said the PLO “ has implicitly rec- 
ognized Israel on three occasions,” and who- 
ever says the PLO wants to destroy Israel “is 
lellins a libel." .Avneri said he and other 
Israeli leftists have met some PLO figures in 
Europe off and on. But it was believed he was 
the first Israeli to meet .Arafat and bold a 
drscussion.

Ghali to visit African states 


CAIRO. July 4 (.Agencies) — Fgypiian 
Minister of State for Foreign .Af^uir^ Bouin.>> 
Ghali departs Monday un a tour of seven 
African eminiries earryine u message to 
heads of governnieiii from President Hosni 
Mubarak. 

Egypt's statc-cnntnilled media gave no 
details on the contents nf the message earned 
by Ghali. But there was speculatiivn it was 
related to Egypt's diplomatic efforts on 
behalf nf the crisis in Lebanon. 

Ghali conferred last week in Paris with 
French leaders, and afterward the two gov- 
ernments announced plans fora joint .Middle 
East peace formula aimed at securing a w ith- 
drawai of Israeli forces from Lebanon. Press 
replans said Ghali would fly first to Khartoum 
to discuss the Lebanese situation with Sudan- 
ese Foreign .Vlinisjer Muhammad Mcr- 
ghani. Ghali w ill also visit Burundi. Kenya. 
Tanzania. Zambia. Zimbabwe and Uganda. 

Meanwhile. Mubarak was given a message 
from U.S. President Ronald Reagan during a 
meeting here Saturday with U.S. Ambas- 
sador to Egypt Alfred Atherton, the Middle 
East News Agency Mt.S'A reported. .MtN.A. 
the official Egyptian agency, gave no 
immediate details on the ciintenU of the mes- 
sage. It said only that Ossama El-Baz. Egyp- 


tian cabinet director for pt'litical affairs, was 
present during the talks. 


Mubarak thanked the United States Satur- 
day for its*'C(vnstructive efforts" on behalf of 
Middle East peace. In a message marking the 
American independence Day Sunday. 
Mubarak also said he hoped the ''friendly 
relations" between Egypt and the LInited 
States would continue "for the service of 
iniemational peace and security." "(.^n this 
•occasion. 1 want to express my appreciation 
for the constructive effons by the United 
States to achieve peace in the Middle East, 
hoping for a positive American attitude to 
impede the deterioration of the painful situa- 
tion in Lebanon, to safeguard its unity and 
preserve the legal rights of the Palestinian 
nation." Mubarak said. 


The text of the message was distributed by 
the government's Middle Fast News Agency. 
Mubarak had been strongly critical of the 
United States since the Israeli invasion 
because of Washington's inability to halt the 
incursion and its vcuicsufU.N. 'rcstilutions 
aimed ut stopping the fighting. Egypt's 
state-c«'ntroilcd press had become even 
sharper in its condemnation of the U.S. role 
in the crisis. 


Syrian barricades halt Israelis 


BHAMDOUN. Lebanon, .luly 4 (R) ^ A 
giant canh barricade aemss the Beirul- 
Damascus Highway marks the frontier nf the 
Israeli advance in the pinc-covvrcd moun- 
tains cast of Beirut. 

Diiw n the road and in the higher ground li' 
the north, the Syrians have dug in after being 
pushed back from around Beirut in heavy 
fighting involving Israeli tanks and air strikes. 

Although the Israeli invasion of Lebanon 
was aimed primarily against Palestinian posi- 
tions Israel elaims tn have dealt a severe blow 
to Syrian's military maehine. According to the 
Israeli Chief of Staff Rafael F.itan. the Israeli 
Army and air force have knocked nut some 
.^00 Syrian tanks and dow ned around ‘JO MiG 
jet fighters since the invasion was launched 
June 6. 

The Syrian netwiirk of ground-to-air mis- 
siles in the Bekaa Valley of eastern Lebanon 
was al.s<v destroyed, giving Israeli warplanes 
almost complete frcedt>m in Lebanese skies. 

VV'ih the road fmm the Bekaa to Beiroit 
cut. thi? Syrians had !■ >st their strategic control 
I'f Lebanon. In an interv'iew with the Israeli 
new.sp;ipcr Mmuiv. Gen. F.itan said Israel's 
ii."a.sion of Lebanon had caught the Syrians 
unp.-*epared. I think the Syrians were sur- 


prised by this war and in their ow n words, the 
war came at a bad time and a bad place for 
them." 

Israeli military .sources at the front-line 
around Beirut say they believe the Syrians 
have reinforced their troops in the Bekaa 
Valley. But the Syrians were observing the 
latest ceasefire and" I don't think there is any 
intention to widen the conflict." says Israel's 
military spokesman Col. Paul Kcdar. He 
declined to estimate the present Syrian 
Strength. The Syrians originally had some 
30.000 troops in Lebanon under a 
peacekeeping mandate from the Arab 
League. 


The Israelis say they are demanding the 
removal I'f all foreign armies from Lebanon, 
meaning the Palestinians and the Syrians. But 
there is a recognitum by the Israelis of 
Syria's siratc|lc interests in the Bekaa. 

"The Bekaa is the soft underbelly of the 
Syrians which ei>ntroLs the ri'ute to Damas- 
cus. Their troops are now protecting this 
route'', savs C o|. Kcdar. 


Whether Israeli and Syrian interests in 
Lebanon could be reconciled w as a matter for 
the future, he added.

Jewish leaders 
call for talks 

with Palestinians

PARIS. July 4 (AP) — Thrvc inicmatit'nalK 
kruiwn Jews — ^"an American, a French and an 
Israeli — have issued a joint declaration cal- 
ling for an end to the fighting in Lcbamm and 
direct Israuli-Palesiinian talks «<n mutual- 
reci'gniiitm. ^ 

The declaration, published in the daily 
newspaper Le Monde, was signed by former 
French Prime Minister Pierre Mendes France 
former World Jewish Conference PrcMdent 
Nahum Goidmann nf Israel and fitrmer U.S. 
Commerce Secretary Philip Klutznick. wh«> 
served in the government of fttmier LLS. 
President Jimmy Carter. 

"The war in Lebanon must end." said the 
declaration. "Israel must lift the siege against 
Beirut to facilitate negotiatkins with the 
PLO. which will lead to a settlement. The 
search fnr reciprocal recognitiim must be c*ar- 
ried out without pause. Negotiations must be 
opened with a view toward realizing the coex- 
istence nf the Israeli and Palestinian people 
iin the basis of self-determination." 

Dr. Issam Sanawi. a leading advisor bv the 
PLO said the declaration was “without pre- 
cedent'' and “a major contribution to the 
search for a just and honorable Middle Fast 
peace.'* The declaratkm Cfmtinued: "We 
must put an F.nd to the sterile debate in u hich 
the Arab world contests the existence of 
Israel and the Jew's contest the right of the 
Palestinians to independence. 

The real question is not to determine if the 
Palestinians have the right but how ro realize 
that right while guaranteeing the security of 
Israel and the stability of the region, t^vn- 
eepts such as "autonomy" are insufficient 
because they have been used as much t«' 
cloud as (n clarify." 

The three men issued the declarat^n 
because the time has come for reciprocal rec- 
ognition of Israel and the Palestinian peo- 
ple.”

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PHALANGISTS’ AMBITIONS 

The right-wing Phalangist Party has never in its history been 
Lebanon's ruling party. Also, the Lebanese people, taken as a whole, 
have never been dominated to a significant extent by Phalangisi 
ideolo^. In fact, when the political life of the country was in full 
swtng.the Phalaogjsts never got more than three or four seats in 
parliament out of the-available 99. 

The disastrous last seven years in Lebanon's history saw the 
Phalangists at the beginning asone party among several in the rightist 
"Lebane% From." which was one side of the great Lebanese divide. 
But then it grew and started eating up the others one by one, thanks 
to generous doses of American afd. The Phalangists (Gemayel and 
sons; initiated the operations of ‘‘the 7th of July" when the Liberal 
Parpi and its forces (otherwise known as Chactioun and sons! were 
decimated (800 of them were massacred.) Before that similar 
methods were employed to account for other Maroniie groupings. 

It was these practices which ensured Phalangist supremacy over 
the rest of the *' Lebanese Front." The Maronlte of Lebanon were thus 
made to Join the Phalangist banner and those who did not like it were 
killed, thrown out, or had to keep silent. 

The problem now is that the Phalangists — with Israeli help — are 
trying to e:itend their sway fuither, as they move toward the areas 
occupied by the invading Israelis in iheLebaneseSouih and the South 
Metn mountains. They do so carrying lists of their political enemies 
to hand them over lo the Israelis or to take them to the hideous 
chambers of terror the Phalangists keep in East Beirut. 

The impoiiam point here is the following: If the Palestinian issue 
in Lebanon is now being negotiated over most urgently, the Leban- 
ese question is left unraised. And it is in this vacuum that the Phalan- 
gists are moving to declare themselves masters of the whole of 
Lebanon, or what is left of it after Haig and Sharon's cannibals have 
passed through it. 

And this is a matter which the Arab world and ihe international 
community have to pay a most careful attention to at this very 
moznenl. The Arab woirld could very well do without a Hitb column in 
its midst. 


Saudi Arabian press review 


i' Sunday's newspapers called on 
the Arab League Ministerial 
'..Committee to devise urgent 
[measures to resolve the Lebanese 
. ciisis and accused the U.S. of col- 
- lusion with Israel in its invasion of 
Lebanon. 

Al^Jasirah underlined ihe 
importance of a quick and collec- 
tive Arab action to “confront the 
Israeli aggression against the 
Palestinian and Lebanese peoples 
because Israel could benefit from 
' "a delay in resolving the crisis." 

It stressed the significance of 
the time factor in finding a durable 
' and a just solution for the crisis 
''because any sudden devetop- 
.ment in the region could change 
the whole atmosphere and impede 
the current effons of the commit- 
tee.” 

Al^Xiyadk accused the U.S. of 
collusion with Israel and regretted 
the U.S. veto of a French resolu- 
tion in lbs U.S. Security Council 
which called for Israeli and Pales- 
^tinian withdrawal from Beirut. 

The paper also deplored reports 
• which said that former U.S. Sec- 
xetaiy of State Alexander Haig 
,bad supported the Israeli a^res- 
, 5 k>n as “a reward for the Zionist 
.support for him in the upcoming 
presidential elections." 

Itwarnedthe Western countries 
that their interests would be 
"greatly affected if they remain 
over the happenings in 
Lebanon." The paper called on 


Arab states to shoulder their his- 
toric responsibilities and devise a 
collective Arab plan to “foil the 
Israeli designs in the region." 

AI~BUad stressed that Israel 
would never be satisfied with the 
outcome of its invasion of Leba- 
non and would “continue to 
invade Arab lands because 
aggression is pan of the Zionist 
nature." The paper hailed the 
Kingdom's diplomatic efforts lo 
preserve Lebanon's unity, integ- 
rity and sovereignly. 

It asserted that ihe Kingdom's 
efTorls were backed by the Arab 
and Islamic worlds and directed 
toward stopping bloodshed, 
repulsing Ihe invasion and pre- 
serving Lebanon's independence. 

Okaz said Israel had exploited 
the Arab differences and benefii- 
ted! from the unlimited American 
military and financial support. 
The paper expressed confldence 
the Arab League committee 
would succeed in finding an 
''effective Arab plan to confront 
the Israeli invasion." 

Al-Madinah criticized the 
Egyptian-French initiative in the 
U.N. which called for withdrawal 
of all foreign forces including the 
Syrian and Lebanese forces.

“Those who have introduced 
the initiative are tiying to avoid a 
U.S. veto," it said.

Afghan fighters more determined to resist Soviet occupation

NEW DELHI — 
The 100.000 Soviet troops in Afghanistan have 
been stepping up their fight against Muslim free- 
dom fighters, according to diplomatic sources here- 
in Geneva last week U.N. special envoy Diego 
Cordovez said Pakistan and Afghanistan had made 
important political concessions during week-long. 
U.N.-sponsored talks aimed at bringing peace to 
Afghanistan. But diplomats here said that while the 
Soviet Union might welcome some sort of political 
settlement in Afghanisfan. its forced there seemed 
increasingly on the offensive. 

Moscow was reported to have recently deployed 
an entire division, mcluding Soviet helicopter- 
borne troops for the first time in Afghanistan, 
against a freedom fighters’ stronghold in rugged 

Panjshir VaOey noi^ of Kabul. 

Soviet and Afghan forces have been fighting the 
freedom fighters since the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan in December 1979. There are some 
3.7 million Afghan refugees in Pakistan. 

The Soviet forces were also taking sterner meas- 
ures against villagers who provide food and shelter 
for the fighters, the sources said. 


“One hears reports where the Russians will go 
into a village and take hostag^ and just shoot 
them." one diplomatic expert on A^anistan 
affairs said. “They are stepping up this aim of 
reprisal.” he said. 

But be added that the tough rebel tribesmen, 
noted from ancient times for their ferocity in battle 
and skill with firearms, seemed as motivated as ever 
in their long and costly hght against the Russian and 
Afghan government forces. ^ well as getting rid of 
the Soviet forces, the freedom fighters were dedi- 
cated to replace the Soviet-backed government of 
President Babrak Karmal who came to power afrer 
the 1979 Soviet incursion, the expen said. 

He said one resistance spokesman had told him 
why the fighters were able to keep going against 
superior firepower. “Most of our peoj^ are ^ht- 
ing for a cause in which they genuinely belieire,” he 
quoted the spokesman as saying. “We are getting 
arms and aramunition. though not as much as we 
would like. But we have an inexhaustible supply of 
manpower, because every Afghan is a potential 
fighter for our movement.” 

Despite their determination and increased arms 
supplies, however, diplomatic sources here feel. 


there is no way the fireedom fighters can rout the 
Russians. “It is incoocervable that a supeipower 
could aDow itself to be defeated by a rebel arnw.” 
they said. “As for as the rebels are concerned they 
are prepared to keep going. The Russians would 
like to put a stop to it.” the sources said. 

There bad been no recent significant increase in 
Soviet forces ‘in Afj^anistan which now total 
100.000. they said. But Moscow bad an almost 
unlimited capability to escalate the war in Afghanis- 
tan if it wanted to. although the sources wondered 
whether Moscow was prepared to face the political ; 
consequences of inteznational opinion. 

Whfie the fight went on to impress the rebels; the 
“Sovietization” of Afghanisi^ asan East-bloc type 
country continued, the sources said. The latest 
move was the opening of the first rail and road 
bridge linking Afghanistan and the Soviet Union 
across the frontier River Amu last month. 

This brought the raOway to Afghanistan for the 
first time and was expected to speed up movement 
on the main supply route between the two coun- 
tries. 

The Soviet Union is now the main source of aid 
for Afghanistan and hs share of KabuTs total 
imports la^ year was officially put at 57 percent 


The ‘black’ propagandists of Zionism

"Disinformation", as the sophisticated media 
people like to refer to it. is a problem that most 
journalists come up against at some point from time 
to time. News stories or articles are “planted” in 
innocent (sometimes prestigious) newspapers or 
magazines, the idea being either to lay a faJre trail, 
manipulate public opinion or achieve some other 
unscrupulous political goal. 

The now famous Newsweek story about CIA 
plans to assassinate the Libyan leader. Col. Muam- 
mar Oaddafi. was a classic example. It was only 
later discovered that the story had been deliberately 
leaked to the unsuspecting newsmagazine, the aim 
apparently being to pressurize Qaddafl to stop 
opporing U.S. policies. 

What does not happen often is to find a whole 
publication devoted to this kind of nefarious 
“black" propaganda. This without any doubt is 
clearly the case with the London-based private sub- 
scription newsletter called AnA -Asum Affem. 

Ajvb -Asian Affiurs has an interesting history. 
Published from an expensive Southwest London 
address as a closed-droilation monthly, the news- 
letter is owned by a publishing company called 
World Reporters Umited. a subsidiary company of 
an organization of the same name wUch operates 
from lavish offices on Madison Avenue. New York. 

' The newsletter was originally founded by Jon 
Kimche. the wellknown British pro-Zionist author, 
journalist, commentator and self-styled authority 
of Israeli and Middle East political affairs. Some' 
years before he started Arab -Asian Affiurs Kimche 
was first editor of the London Jewish Chronufe, 
leaving after a dispute with the publishers to help 
launch a journal esUed New kfiddle East. Tbispubli- 


cation was financed by a group of leading London 
Jewish businessmen known for their pro-Israeli 
sympathies. After another dispute Kimche severed 
Us connections with Andf -Aaan Affidrs and the 
present editor and publisher is now Christopher 
Story. 

Rather grandly Ami* -Asian Affairs declares itself 
to be a private inteUigeDce service on the Middle 
East. Its“confidentiaT' reports are certmnlyu^ue 
and often quite ama 2 dng for what they claim to 
reveal. Last year, for example, readers were offered 
for their SlOO annual subscription such exclurive 
inside information as “Soviet-Sponsored Coup to 
Kill Sadat". “China Poised to Send Tanks to Iraq". 
“ Libya Exports Revolutionary Model to Ethiopia”, 
and “ indisputable Evidence of Soviet Supremacy in 
Iran”. 

Not surprisingly Stor/s newsletter is not consi- 
dered to Ik a very creditable source of news and 
information by most journalists involved in the 
Middle East Most informed and impartial news- 
men see it as an Israeli voice-piece. 

Taking his line from the Israeli Information 
Office Story's aim is to promote the idea that the 
whole of Arab politics is being manipulated by the 
Soviet Union. Moscow's principal agents are. 
according to Story. Libya, the PLO and South 
Yemen. Whereas Syria. Iraq. Iran and Algeria 
(which according to issue No. 1 01 is Communist) 
are under its control. According to Story even 
Kuwait “dances to Moscow’s tune^’ (No. 104). And 
in case anyone had thought that Baghdad had dis- 
tanced itself from th Soviets. Arab -Adan Affars 
alone knows the truth. In a quirk of cupidity Story 
declares that all reports' to this effect are part of 
“Moscow-sponsored disinformation story”, to lull 
the rest of world into a false sense of security. 


Chile launches new crackdown

SANTIAGO — 

Chile's military police and avilian detective 
squads have arrested nearly 3.000 people in a two- 
day anti-crime crackdown. The arrested were taken 
to Santiago's central prison and their cases turned 
over to the courts, a police spokesman said. 

Invcstigaciones. the civilian detective force, said 
its agents bad arrested 400 people for “delinquent 
activities." while the military police, the 
Carabineros had arrested over 800 on charges of 
public drunkenness, over 200 for driving without 
proper documents. 180 street vendors found with- 
out their necessary permits, and hundreds of others 
on cbaiges ranging frx>m reckless driving to “moral 
ofienses" and drug use or trafficking. Only three 
arrests were made for illegal weapon possession. 

The crackdown comes at a time of increasing 
crime in Santiago and a reshuffling of high-ranking 
police officials in th wake of scandals involving the 
security forces. Earlier this year five Carabinero 
generals left their posts after revelations that col- 
leagues had been implicated in a series of mass 


murders in the coastal resort town of Dina del Mar. 

Another scandal involved two former members 
of Chile's secret police, the Central Nadonal de 
Informaciones. who were found guilty of murdering 
two state bank employees last year. The ex-CNl 
agents received a death sentence, which President 
^n. Augusto Pinochet had said wOl be carried out. 

One of the condemned men. Gabriel Hernandez, 
the former CNI head in the northern mining town of 
Calama. has pleaded for clemency on the grounds 
drat he and his colleagues were carrying out orders 
from their sup>eriors. According to Hernandez, the 
double killing and accompanying bank robbery 
were ordered by the chief in the northern 
border city of Anca. Maj. Juan Delmas, who was 
found dead in his car shortly after the scandal 
broke. The authorities claimed be bad committed 
suicide. 

Meanwhile, the Chilean Human Ri^ts Commis- 
sion has charged that the number of political arrests 
in the country is increasing, with 1,091 people 
detained during the first five months of this year. 
The 1981 figure was put at 909 arrests. (ON^ 


1^ is exactly the interpretation of Vfiddle East 
politics that the Israelis have been assiduously 
working to foist onto tiie rest of the world for some 
time. To anyone with the slightest acquaintance 
with Mideast affairs the language used in Story’s 
newsletter is unmistakingly Israeli-inspired:

it began. “It is so weD informed about develop- 
ments and intrigues in the region that issue No. 1 (j 2 
(published in AugusL 1981) gave exclusive 
of a Soviet-sponsored coup to kill President SadaL 
In the event, the president was assassinated on Dec. 
5 — about a month after that issue appeared." 
About a month? 

What the discerning reader will notice about this 
“weD informed inteOigence is that at no time is 
there the least word or even hint of criticism about 
Israeli bnit^ty . or what the Israeli intelligence ser- 
vice Mossad gets up to. 

The August. 1 981 issue referred to in the adver- 
tisement, for instance, carried not one item which 
coqld even remotely be considered tympatbetic to 
Arab world interests. "Iraq’s Hnancial ^dica- 
menf. “Moral of the Kuwait Strike'% “Despera- 
tion of Qaddafi”; “Lil^ Sponsors Gulf Terroi”, 
“Bagdad Torture Coodemned”. is a selection of 
the “informed” news and informatioa which pur- 
ported to give an impartial insight to Middle East 
affairs. 

In particular the stoiy on the Kuwait ofl workers 
strike of more than a year ago is especially reveal- 
ing. Under the patronizing sub-heading “Come- 
uppance Note” the newdetter gloats over thestop- 
page, declaring a “mor^’ to tiie story. “It is that 
stipes didn't happen before the Kuwait govern- 
ment nationalized- the oO industry.”

Q. First, would you teU me something 
about you. personally. 

A. I was born in Newark. New Jersey, and I 
DOW live in the state of Washington. 1 spent 
most of my adult life in the Navy. 1 was an 
of&cer for more than 20 years, and I was 
engaged- in sophisticated communication 
procedures, assigned to ciyptolo^ duties. I 
am married and have three childTea. 

Q. And you were wounded in the liberty 
attack? 

A. Yes. I suffered multiple shrapnel 
wounds and I was ho^italized for neany a 
year. Whfle I was recuperatix^ I began writ- 
ing. I wanted to get details on paper while the 
memoiy' of the attack was stiu fresh on my 
mind. As X wrote, I was foced witii all the . 
questions that were unanswered about the 
attack. I took twelve years to complete my 
book. I conducted do^s of intendews with 
military officers, government officials and 
Liberty survivors. 1 was convinced that mem- 
bers of our government and armed forces at 
the highest level implemented a coverup so 
that the Israeli attack would be perceived and 
recorded as an accident — not an intentional 
act. 

Q. What kind of ship was the USSUber^? 

A. It was an old. converted merchant ship, 
armed with only four. .50 caliber machine 
guns. But the Navy had spent much time, 
effort and expense — about $30 minion — 
into outfitting it with advanced communica- 
tion equipment. We were ordered to the 
Mediterranean. Then prior to the attadc, sev- 
eral messages were sent advising us to move 
far out to sea and to lemain at least one 
hundred miles frnm the coasL Bnt these mes- 
sages were lost or misdirected, and we nelver 
got them. 

We all sensed danger because the Israefi- 
Arab war had started bn June 5. On June 6. 
we requestedan armed escort, but MceAdm. 
William I. Martin, commander of the Sxtfa 
Fleet denied the request stating. "'LSrerty is a 
clearly marked Unit^ Smtes sUpin^ioterDa- 
tional waters... and not a reasonable subject 
for attack by any nation.’* 

Q. Then two days later you weie attacked. 
What was it like — ^ that monung of June 8. 

1 967? You feel certain the Israelis knew they 
were attacking Americans? 

A. I was nn that bridge all monung up until 
the attack. I saw the United States flag stand- 
ing straight out in a wind that 1 knew was a 
] 2-knot wind, because it was my responsibil- 
ity to know. To show only our clearest, brigh- 
test colors, we had raised a new American 
flag. This was only a few hours before the 
attack. 

First, the Israelis made six hours of recon- 
naissance flights. During these reconnais- 
sance flights. I could see the pflots in their 
cockpits. 1 knew if I could see them that 
cleaily. they could certainly see our flag. The 
weather was good. And the United States flag 


does not resemble in any way any flag of the 
nations that. Israel considered her enemies. 
And the Liberty is one of a kind. There is not 
one ship that even closely resembles the 
super-stnicture of the Uberty. 

After extensive reconnaissance and after 
infonning their headquarters by radio that we 
were an American sh^. Israeli forces 
attacked us. The attack was well planned, 
well organized and it was no mistake. They 
first, di^tched warplanes that rocketed and 
mat^e-gunned the ship and doused it with 
napalm. Israeli motor torpedo boats tor- 
pedoed the ship and then machinegunned 
life-rafts that we had put into the water for 
survivoia. They also sent over large helicop- 
ters fined, with armed troops. You never 
know what you win do. feced by death. One 
' of our crewmen recited the Lord's prayer. 

. Another wrote to his wife, ignoring the gun- 
,fire. Others were instantly kiDed at their 
typewriters and teletype machines. A tor- 
p^o explosive blew a 40-foot bole in the ship 
and kiUed 25 men. Those who coidd walk 
began collecting the dead and treating the 
wounded. Bodies were strewn on the deck 
and on blood-soaked mattresses. Somehow 
the (femage control crew kept the Uberty 
afloat. 

Q. Why would the Israelis attack their best 
friends — and kfll Americans? 

A, We bad advanced communica- 

tion monitoring devices that could easOy pick 
up Israeli messages. President Johnson had 
warned Israeli officials that the United States 
would support Israel only for actions taken in 
s^-defense. Yet despite Johnson's warnings. 
Israel planned to attack Syria on June 8. By 
knockmg out the Liberty and hs monitoring 
devices, the Israelis would make sure ±e 
United States did not know what they were 
up to. Then Israelis could* claim their attack 
on the Uberty was an "innocentV mistake. 
0* When you were being attacked, could you 
not send messages for help?

Pentagon came out with a statement that this 
was a “reasonable error of war." This was 
sent over for President Johnson's OK. and he 
reacted. “There's nothing 'reasonable' about 
an attack on an American ship." So the Pen- 
tagon changed their announcement to say. 
“The attack wiis by mistaken identity, that 
Israel had apologized, that the U.S. had 
accepted the apology.” The idea was to forget 
it all. They seemed not to care about the dead 
and their femilies. 

A Navy court of mquiry chose to ignore 
deck logs, quartermaster's logs and weather 
logs as well as testimony of the officer of the 
deck, and all the crewmen. AH the this evi- 
dence showed there was sufficient wind to 
display the flag clearly. Rather, as part of the 
coverup. the court of inquiry concluded that 
the ship's flag was not discernible due to a 
calm sea and the ship's slow spieed. We are 
now demanding that this be re-examined. 


wild-eyed crazies, who are all lined up at the 
borders screaming and waving their fists at 
the poor, helpless Israelis. This is the impres- 
sion Americans get from reading most of the 
media. 1 took that in. as well as anybody else. 
Unfortunately, that is a typical American 
reaction, because this is mostly what we get 
from the papers. 

Q. So you would say most of the crew was 
pro-Israeli in their feeling. Were there Jews 
among the crew? 


A. The Israeli air and torpedo strikes des- 
troyed most of our transmitting equipment 
b'm our radio men managed to patch parts 
together and tci relay messages for help. We 
got word to the Sixth Fleet that we were 
under riege. And we got a reply: “Help is on 
the way.” Later, we learned jet aircraft were 
dispatched but later recalled. We waited for 
help. But we bad no way of knowing that our 
jet fighters returned to the flight decks of the 
Sixth Fleets aircraft carrier force. And there 
tiiey stayed. 

Q. Do you believe that President Johnson 
and other officials knew of this attack and did 
nothing to prevent it? 

A. T^y could have thought that the mes- 
sages stating that the Uberty was under attack 
was a hoax. Let us say they did not have the 
facts for certain, untii the attack was over. 
Then they chose deliberately to ignore these 
facts — to pretend it was all a small error on 
the part of a friend. Almost immediately — 
on June 8, the same day as the attack — the 


For years after the attack, naval officers 
and Department of Defense officials and 
even the FBI warned tbeUberty crew: Do not 
talk to anyone. Especially do not talk to any 
newspaper, radio or TV reporter. And the 
media did not care to investigate. They fol- 
lowed the official, line and ignored the catas- 
trophe. The coverup seems about as strange 
and frightening as the Israeli attack. You 
come through ^is ordeal. And you know that 
they were iving at you for a long time. And 
the U.S. and Israeli governments publish a 
report that says it was a five-minute attack, 
and you know better. You are literally driven 
to verify that your own recollections are cor- 
rect if nothing else to satisfy yourself. So 
when 1 read that official report 1 had to chink, 
are my recollections really that far off? And 
so I began to talk to others, and 1 finally got 
many of the documents, and now 1 can say. 
No. the way 1 remember it is the way it hap- 
pened. 


A. Yes. two. One. Lt. George Golden, the 
engineeriDg officer, survived. Tbe other was 
Robert Eisenberg. He called the Israeli Jews 
“My people” and be bad been keeping charts 
of the 1 967 Israeli war and cheering. He had 
displays on his desk, showing progress of the 
Israelis, and when the Israelis m^e a major 
victory against Jordan, he ran through the 
ship shouting. “My people have arisen, my 
people have arisen.” Later one of the sur- 
vivors sadly commented. “One day it’s my 
people have arisen and the next day his peo- 
ple have killed him." 

Q. After spending 1 2 years documenting 
and writing your bonk, is it being widely dis- 
tributed? 


Q. In your book, you point out that most of 
tbe crew probably was typically American in 
that they were pro-lsrael. and anti-Arab, that 
they would feel chat Israelis represented 
cleanliness and success and technology. 
Would you have fallen in that categojy*? 
What were your feelings along those lines? 

A. Yes. I was in that category. I had bought 
The New York Times line that the Arabs are all 


A. No. Every way this book can be 
blocked, it has been blocked. There are Zion- 
ists all along the distribution route. They can 
keep a book from being sent to a bookstore. 

If a perstm 
orders my book from Random House, eight 
or nine times out of ten the order will not be 
filled.

Active role for private enterprise 

Thailand tests new U.S. development program

RAYONG, ThaDand (AP) — The man- 
ager of a large plantation led three American 
marketing experts through rows of pineap^ 
pies in the sultry humidity of this eastern Thai 
province recentiy. hoping for some encourag- 
ing advice for expanding his enterprise. 

He runs an efficient, modem cannery, 
encourages private initiatives among hb 
growers, and said be was one of the few emp- . 
loyers paying workers the legal minimum 
wage in ^s district about 160 kilometers 
southeast of Bangkok. 

But the experts, pan of a six-man agricul- 
tural mission sent Ity U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan, could not recommend expansion. A 
number of developing countries had prom- 
oted pineapple growing, resulting in a world 
glut and filing prices, they said. 

The encounter highlighted a serious prob- 
lem facing many developing countries witb a 
range of commodities. It posed a challenge to 
the American presidenf s new poli^. whidi 
stressed private investment and expertise to 
help such conntiies increase producti^ty and 
find new markets. 

Reagan unveiled the policy at last 
October’s North-South summit at Cancun. 
Mexico, where he o^red to fono task forces 
of agricultural e^qierts available to Third 
World countries. Thailand and Peru were ' 
chosen as test cases for tbe task force 
approach. countries important to the 
United States and committed to private 
enterprise. 

r.sagan also stressed the importance of 
free market forces, saying “the more 
advanced developing nations, which already 
benefit from the intematioiial economy, need 
increasing access to markets to sustain their 
development.” 

That prescription got a setback in May. 
before the mission’s axrivalm Thailand, when 
■the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
announced proposed global, protective 
quotas on sugar imports— a move that would 
mean a loss of millions of dcrflars in a growing 
market for Thai sugar, according to Thai 
commerce officials. 

Foreign ministers of Thaiiand and hs four 
partners in the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations (ASEAN) — Malaysia. 
Indonesia. Singapore and the Philippines — 
emphasized the wide^read nature of the 
concern at a mid-June meeting in Singapore. 


They voiced strong protest against industrial- 
ized states over protectionism and falling 
commodity prices. 

l.eader of the Reagan mission to Thailand. 
Dr. Donald Paaxlberg. a retired Purdue Uni- 
veisity professor and agricultural adviser to 
three U.S. presidents, said its aim was to pro- 
ride “a fr<^ look...a chance to lift up some 
areas that may not have bad adequate atten- 
tion.” U.S. officials here added that it would 
promote enlightened government policies 
and strengthen Thai institutions tty throwing 
the prestige of the presidential office behind 
recommendations. 

Thaiiand receives special U.S. attention in 
both defense and economic development, as 
a front-line state against communism in 
Southeast Asia and as a rapidly growing free 
enterprise economy. Tlie mission got exten- 
sive briefings from the U.S. aid mission here 
and Tliai government officials, and spent sev- 
eral days in the field visiting learning institu- 


tions. markets, farmers' groups and agricul- 
tural enterprises. 

A joint Thai-U.S. press release at the end 
of the visit stressed a more active role for the 
agricultural-industrial private sector, but 
topping the list of six brief recommendations 
was the stabilization of the depletion of soil, 
water and forest resources. 


Paarlberg added that some specific advice 
included the regularizing of export premiums 
and licensing policy, more effective market 
analysis and more consideration of farmers' 
interests. Final detailed recommendations 
are expected at a later date. 

Kenneth MueDer. a mission member and 
president of the New York-based Agribusi- 
ness Council, said Thailand had industrious, 
market-oriented people with a desire to learn 
and a readiness for increased foreign partner- 
ship. 

“The question is where and how capital can 


be employed effectively for the benefit of the 
society.” said Muelicr. who added he would 
r^^rt on opportunities to his 55-firm coun- 

Last year, a new bureau for private enter- 
prise was set up under the Agency for Inter- 
national Development (AID) in Washington 
to formulate and implement the new Reagan 
policy. 

“Less emphasis will be placed on the trans- 
fer of funds, of (U.S.) taxpayers' dollars. 
Greater emphasis will be placed on the trans- 
fer of those things that generate resources — 
the technology, skills, know-how. and capital 
of the U.ST. private sector.” said aid adminis- 
trator M. Peter McPherson. 


Israel. And because of his free trip to Israel, 
he was not going to allow my l^ok to be 
reviewed. 

Q. TeU me a bit about tbe reunion of sur- 
vivors. How did it come about? 

A. It was tbe idea of Stanley White, who 
was the senior enlisted man on the ship. After 
the attack. Stan and I happened to be 
stationed together in Bremerhaven. Ger- 
many. and we kept in touch after that. One 
day Stan called me and said. ‘Wouldn't it be a 
great idea to have a reunion?' This w'as about 
1 5 months ago. And I said. sure, if we could 
get in touch with the crew*. I was correspond- 
ing with about half of the officers, and Stan 
knew some of the enlisted men. so we started 
writing them, and asking. W'ho else do you 
know? We kept working. Stan pul some 
notices in some of the military magazines and 
eventually we came up with the names and 
addresses of 144 people. There were 294 on 
the ship. The Israelis killed 34 and several 
have died since, so there are about 250 sur- 
vivors today. 

More than 70 came to the reunion. We 
gathered at Arlington cemetery — • and most 
of the men were seeing each other for tiie first 
time since they, somehow, by the destiny of 
Fate, and the grace of God. had survived, 
while others around them were killed. And 
we gathered in that cemetery to lay wreaths 
on the graves of those who were killed. It w as 
a sentimental, heart-breaking moment. Sev- 
eral of the men cried. We all feel that the 
nation, because of its ties with Israel, has 
forgotten to honor these dead. 

^mehow we all feel the nation wants to 
forget us. to keep us out of sight. As an exam- 
ple. nur ship's captain. William L. 
McGonagle. was awarded a Congressional 
Medal of Honor— in the Nav>' Ya^. not the 
White House, As Adm. Mox^Ver pm if. that 
w as such a deliberate slight, “it might as w ell 
have been presented under the 1 4th street 
bridge.” The presentation was made by the 
secretary of the na\y. not the president. And 
the State Depanmeni checked w-iih the 
Israeli ambassador to see if his government 
had any objections to the presentation. 

0. The Israelis sent word they w ere sorry 
about the “mistake.” Did the Israelis agree to 
pay the United States for its loss? 

A. The Israelis paid $7 million compensa- 
tion for the dead and the w'ounded. but they 
said. ■■ We're not going to pay anything for the 
ship.” Eventually, after former Sen Adlai 
Stevenson said he would reopen the inquiry 
into the attack on the 1/55 Li^rty. the Israelis 
worked out a deal with former Vice President 
Mondale that they would pay the United 
States S6 million. TTien the State Depanmeni 
called a press conference and told reporters: 
“The biiok is now officially closed on the VSS 
Liberty incident."

MANILA (.^P) — Edward Watson says he 
doesn't like his name, his country or hi$ 
Canadian mother — especially not his 
mother. Born in British Columbia 14 years 
ago, the brown-haired youth, Eddie Gomez, 
wants to stay in the Philippines with his 
Filipino father. 

Eddie, his three younger sisters and one 
brother are the objects of an inteniatioiial 
custody battle that has involved the Canadian 
Embassy in Manila and will likely end up in 
the Philippine supreme court. 

The battle is between a mother, whose 
children were taken without warning on 
Mother's Day in Canada eight years ago, and 
a father who took them half way around the 
world so he could give them what he says is a 
belter life. 

Mildred Watson Clark. 35, a camp cook 
from Clearbrook. has filed a case to get the 
Philippines to honor a 1973 Canadian court 
order granting her custody of the children. 
She also accuses her former husband. Manila 
businessman Eduardo Gomez. 58. of kid- 
napping the youngsters after picking them up 
for a two-hour visit allowed by the British 
Columbian court. 

"J just wish I could have the opportunity of 
improving their circumstances," said Mrs. 
Clark in an interview here, adding that the 
children appear healthy but badly need den- 
tal work. She said their life would be better in 
Canada, which altracts thousands of Filipino 
immigrants each year. 

Gomez, who claims both Canadian and 
Philippine citizenship, declined a request to 
be interviewed. His attorney, Marcos 

Yerras, said the children have a good life in 
Manila, “showered with the affection of their 
father, grandmother and other relations.” 

The youngest child. Michael, now 9, was 
six months old when his mother last saw him. 
The girls are Carmen. 13, Catherine. 1 1, and 
Colleen, 1 0. All of the children speak English 
with a Philippine accent and fluent Tagalog. 
the native language of the Philippines. They 
cling to their father as their mother sits alone 
across the courtroom. 

Mrs. Clark describes her first reunion with 
the children after eight years as “ miserable.” 
They had been brought to court by police 
after their father was jailed for refusing to 
make them available to her. 

They all turned away as she asked one 
daughter quietly," do you remember?” It was 
the only time i.n court Mrs. Clark wept. Later, 
she sal without emotion as. one by one, her 
children testified they would rather stay with 
their father. Michael said he didn't know who 
his mother was. 

In Mrs. Clark's last aiiempi to talk with the 
girls, they refused to open their door at an 
orphanage whjeie they are being kept until 
the case is settled. 

The Canadian government has sent obser- 
vers to each court hearing, and embassy per- 
sonnel have been giving Mrs. Clark board 
and room. Ingrid Hall, Canadian consul, said 
the government considers all those involved 
in the case Canadian citizens and subject to 
the Canadian court order giving Mrs. Clark 
custody. 

A diplomatic note was put in the court 
record requesting that any birth certificates 
listing the children with last names other than 
Watson be confiscated because they would 
not be legal. The children all use their father's 
name. 

The oldest boy. Eddie, testified in a 
closed-door hearing about why the children 
did not want to return to their mother, but the 
judge asked a reporter present not to disclose 
the testimony. Mrs. Clark said afterward she 
could refute any allegations that she mistre- 
ated her children. 

.^s he stepped down from the witness box, 
the boy reached into his pocket and offered 
wrapped mints to court clerks, his father's 
aitorney and a reporter. W'hen a clerk whis- 
pered that he should give one to his mother. 
Eddie shrugged his shoulders and looked

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"Nothing falls off the back of a lorry more 
easily than a bag of food aid." says the author 
of the report. Tony Jackson. 

Western countries use food aid as a means of 
getting rid of their food surpluses. Last year 
some S2.0UO million of food aid was sent 
from North America and W'estern Europe to 
over bO poor countries. Most was not for 
emergencies but for mother and child feeding 
programs and “food for work “ projects. 

Jackson says that distributing food as pay- 
ment for work generally leads to shoddy 
workmanship, brings few lasting benefits and 
favors The better off who gel free labor. 

When given to mothers and children, food 
aid has usually failed to improve nutrition. 
Farmers w ho see aid coming into their dis- 
tricts have less incentive to grow food and 
Third World food output drops as a result. 

Draw ing on t he experiences of Oxfam field 
workers. Jackson gives powerful examples of 
w here food aid has been turned into a mock- 


erv. 


In Chad. Guatemala. Kampuchea and the 
Dominican Republic Jackson found that 
pocaio crisps, slimming foods, and spaghetti 
sauce had been given as food aid. 

In .April 1980 the European Common 
Market sent over 500 tons of rice and lOU 
tons of butler oil to Dominica in the West 
Indies in response lo a hurricane in 1979 
when the need for food aid had long passed. 
Food aid to Uganda and Somalia in r980 also 
arrived ruo late . U-S. food aid for famine in 
Zaire in 1 977 and 1 978 evemually turned up 
in July J979 — when the crisis was ovef, 
Despite the failures. Jackson believes food 
aid is still needed in some emergencies 
although he stresses that donor countries 
must find quicker ways of giving it, 
tmergcncics apart. moFT food aid should 
be druMicaliy reduced. “Food aid ienorcs the 
fundamentjl problem, which is 'povertv." 
sj;.v Jjck>on. " It aiiempis lo treat the svmp- 
tom. which i> huncer."

The ehildrvn were taking part in a program 
called Star (si ■cial thinking and reasonings — 
one of three social and emotional guidance 
poigrams produced by the Irvine unified 
school district t'^ver the past four years. The 
programs arc funded by an SSOO.OOO federal 
grant. 

The pn>grams. Star. Goal and Stages, sys- 
tematically teach a grab bag of psych'nlogi'cal 
ideas — including assertion training, guided 
imagery, binfcedback and muscle relaxation 
— to children as early as kindergarten. 

The programs are based on popular bi>iks 
such as .Manuel Smith’s When I Say No. I Feel 
Guilty, David KeirseysPlease UnderstandMe 
and Your Perfect Right by Robert .Albert and 
Michael Emmons. 

Goal was originally aimed at elementary 
school children with learning pmbicms. 
Stages for elementary sehcml children «)f 
single parents and Star for shy preteens vul- 
nerable t«i vices. 

Gi-H>d teachers have always taught social 
skills in some form, said Bruce Givner, 
deputy superintendent of special services at 


Irvine, a w ell-to-do community livcated about 
.^0 miles s*>uth of L<is Angeles. "But this is 
the first time there's been a systematic, writ- 
ten pr«-»gram that’s part of the curriculum." 
He believes the district’s efforts form the 
most elaborate social and emotional training 
program in the nation. 

Critics write the programs off as an affluent 
schi'ol district's trendy reflection of pop 
psycholo^. But program psychologists claim 
the techniiiues have reduced student's obsta- 
cles to learning and can prevent maladjust- 
ment and mental health problems in laterltfe. 

Early training is crucial because basic per- 
sonalities are formed by the third grade, said 
Kate Pavich. a psychologist who runs Goal 
and Stages programs at Stonecreek elemen- 
tary school. " It‘.s much more difficult to make 
changes after that, particularly with anxtetv 
and the social skills." 

For those who think today's kids are loo 
assertive as it is. Pavich explains that "being 
able to ask for what you want is different from 
being demanding." For instance, the same 
boy who found it easy to ask for a computer 
game, couldn't bring himself to ask his 
mother to sit down and eat dinner with him. 
she said.

Here is another youngster excessively nervous and exhausted: but 
her final diagnosis is just the opp«.)siie — hypothyroidism (underac- 
tive thyroid). 

Here is one with muscle weakness treated a long time fur "just 
nerves." Final diagnosis: myasthenia gravis — an often overlooked 
condition in which there is mu«clc weakness. 

But. it's psychological fatigue that tries our diagnostic skill, 
therapeutic effectiveness and patience. Y. Fatigue kills the 
spirit. .According to Dr. Robert Felix of the National Insliiuie of 
Mental Health. Washington. D.L. : "Thc psychologically tired, sub- 
jected to the relentless stress of our sociely. represent our worst 
mental health problem — this kind of chronic fatigue is a serious 
personal disaster.’* 

If you have been "dead tired." Mrs. V.. you will agree this is no 
overstatement. Fatigue causes puorconcentruiion. irritability, lossuf 
efficiency — all. like a snowball rolling down hill, grow larger and 
more intense until fatigue is overcome, or turns into something quite 
serious. So. your job is not to let yourself get dangerously tired. 
Better seek a medical consultation. 

Some of us arc born constitutionally adequate or inadequate. You 
may be trying to do more than you can w ithout overstraining. .Mrs. 
Amini'car may stand up toaLadillacfuraday.butwill inevitably fall 
> apart if it tries to match the larger cur in day-after-day tests of speed 
, and endurance.

French experiments may 
revolutionize aquaculture 


PARIS (RFl) — Housed for the moment 
in a fermer penitentiaty building (until they 
can find something better), a team of French 
zoologists are at present carrying out fasdnat- 
ing expetimeacs, at VtUefranche-sur-Mer 
(near Nice on the Mediterranean coast), on 
plankton, sea urchins and certain sheDfish — 
experiments which could well revolutionize 
aqua-culture, even though it's still a very 
young science. 

A Working group at the Villefrancbe sta- 
tion has aJrea^ managed to control, in the 
laboratory, the whole development cycle of a 
"carnivorous appendicularium" (better 
known as plankton) of about i .5 cm long. 
This little invertebrate animal is the basic 
food of flat fish like sole, dab and sardine. 
This reseasreh is particularly important 
insofar as the plankton, raised at a tempera- 
ture of 21 degrees C, gives birth to a new 
generation every three days. 

Other workers are taking an interest in the 
" mysidacea", shellfish of one centimeter long 
(rather similar to shrimps) which live in deep 
water. They, too. provide fish with a large 
pan of their food. Their development cycle 
has been reproduced in the laboratory ai^ a 
detailed study of their hormonal mechanisms 
has been undienaken: these Mnle shellfish are 
of special economic interest since they resist 
pollution of the sea particularly weQ. 

Another team has been working on the 
fertilization and the development onhe egg 
of the sea urchin and other sea invertebrates. 
The sea urchin’s egg in particular is relatively’ 
large (eight-tenths of a millimeter, about the - 


size of a human ovule. Its very rapid 
developmem offers us a simplified example 
of the phenomena which take place with . 
mamm^— and valuable research time is not 
wasted since larvae are produced within 48 
hours. The fertilization of the egg of these 
little sea animals enables us to isolate the 
groups of cells which become the digestive 
tube, the nervous system, etc. In this way, . . 
some unbalanced creatures can be created, 
even “monsters", by means of zinc and 
lithium injections. 

In the spring of 1 9S0. the two boats which ; 

belong to the ViUefranche Center canied out 
sampling operations in the Ligurian Sea I 
(between France, Corsica and Italy) and this 
work enabled the research teams to establish 
a relationship between the composition of the 
plankton and the nature of the surrounding 
water. 

All this research, in which the computer 
plays a big part, has led specialists to question ‘ 
the validity of certain long-accepted ideas, 
including the traditional classifications of 
herbivorous and carnivorous creatures. 
Graphs of growth have been drawn up for the 
different species and comparisons have been 
made between animals raised in a protected 
medium and samples of the same species 
taken from the sea. 

The interest of these studies is not only 
purely biobgical: as ideas about the role 
which aquaculture could play in providing 
food for the whole planet become clearer, the 
raising of ftsh in protected areas lakes an on 
increasing importance.

Hondurans ^ aid ’ Salvador Army 


SAN SALVADOR. July 4 (AP) — U.S. 
and Salvadoran officials claimed troops from 
neighboring Honduras have recently crossed 
the border and are helping the S^dvadoran 
Army ^ht leftist gueciQlas in northern 
Morazan province. 

Honduran officials are allowing Salvado- 
ran troops to take occasional sanctuary in 
Honduran border towns when faced with 
superior rebel forces, according to the offi- 
cials, who talked in separate interviews last 
week on condition they not be identified by 
name. 

A high-ranking Salvadoran diplomat 
claimed that "between 1 .000 and 1 .500 
Honduran soldiers have entered Salvadoran 
territory. This is absoiotdy certain. 

"I wouldn't try to put a damper on reports 
of bordercrossings. I wouldn'tconfirm it. and 
I wouldn't deny it. But we think there is a lot 
of it going on.” the diplomat said. 

The Salvadoran Foreign Ministry issued a 
statement Friday denying any knowledge of. 
Honduran troops fi ghting in Q Salvador. The 
Honduran ambassa^r in San Salvador also 
denied the charges. 

In Washington, a report by Salvadoran 
rebels predicted the Salvadoran conflict 
could soon involve the aimed forces of ocher 
Central American countries. The prediction 
came after Presidents Alvaro Magana of El 
Salvador and Gen. Efiain Rios Montt of 
Guatemala reached an agreement to help 
■fight all leftist insurgendes in Centr^

5 Sicilians slain in 48 hours 


PALERMO, SICILY, July 4 (A^ — FWe 
men were killed in Mafia-style slayings in and 
around this island capital during a 48-boui 
period this week, police said. 

At the same time, Rome police announced 
Saturday the murders of two of the capital 
city's suspected crime bosses, and Naples 
police blamed local gangs for the shooting 
deaths of a local government official and a 
policeman. News of the deaths, which were 
not believed to be related, was delayed 
because of a three-day strike by journalists. 

The bodies of two of the five killed in 
Palermo, aged 19 and 22, were found 
together in a plastic trash bag dumped in the 
trunk of a car left in the city center. The two 
had been strangled, officials said. 

Police described the double death as one of 


the n^t gruesome killings believed carried 
out by the Mafia in Palermo province this 
year. The spate of killings began Thursday. 

More than 40 persons have died in Mafia 
battles in Palermo province this year. Nearly 
lOOpersons were kiUed in 1981 asrival gangs 
battled for control of the multi-million heroin 
traffic through SicDy. 

Naples police officials were stiD seeking 
mariced gunmen who shot a 20-year-old 
paramilitary policeman to death near the dty 
on Friday and the killers of a Social Democrat 
city commissioner murdered on his way home 
on Tfaui^y. Both men appeared to be vic- 
tims of the CaiDorra. the Neapolitan version 
of the Mafia, police said. More than 300 per- 
sons have been killed in a bloody gang war 
einpted in Naples and nearby cities in 1 980.

A senior Salvadoran official, familiar uith 
the army's anti-guemlla campaign, said he 
bad "reliable information that the Hondu- 
rans fighting in Mo razan had taken serious 
casualties — 30 soldiers killed and 70 
wounded — in the first week of fighting.** The 
report could not be independently verified. 

Salvadoran soldiers apparently first fled 
into Honduran territory ^er a devastating 
guerrilla ambush near San Fernando on June 
9. "They scattered like a covey of quail, and 
some of them ended up across the border in 
Honduras,” a Western military observersaid. 

In a report they circulated in Washingum 
this week, the rebels predicted Honduras and 
Guatemala might come to the aid of the Sal- 
vadoran government in the civil war in con- 
junction with a Reagan administration drive 
to stop the spread of leftist movement in 
Central America. 

The report by the political commission of 
the Farabundo Marti National Liberation 
Front (FMLNl and the Democratic 
Revolutionary Front said that with freshly 
supplied U.S. weapons and American crain^ 
troops, the Salvadoran government had 
decided to escalate the war in an effort to 
crush the guerrillas. 


Brezhnev 
takes holiday 

MOSCOW. July 4 ( AP) — Soviet Presi- 
dent Leonid 1. Brezhnev was shown on telcv i- 
sion Saturday departing for his summer vaca- 
tion. 

The 75-year-oId Communist Party chief, 
who hadn’t been seen in public for almost two 
weeks, was shown walking stiffly toward an 
airliner while an aide kept an umbrella over 
his head to protect him from a rainstorm. 

Then he waved and smiled weakly at nine 
other members of the parly's ruling Politburo 
and other prominent ofTictals who saw him 
off at Moscow Airport. 

The report on Soviet television's main 
evening news said Brezhnev departed fur his 
summer holiday but did not specify' hts desti- 
nation. In previous years, he has ^nt most 
of July and August at a state dacha in Valia 
on the Black Sea coast. 

The official Tass news agency also failed to 
ment'ion where he was going. Before his 
departure. Brezhnev was last seen in public 
June 2U casting his ballot in Moscow local 
elections. When he dropped ftum view the 
same day. Soviets and \Kesterners alike 
resumed discreet speculation about his 
health. 

The Soviet leader was rumored to have 
been hospitalized this spring, suffering from 
exhaustion and a variety of other ailments, 
during a month-long disappearance that later 
was described officially as a “regular rest." 

Yuri .Andropov and Konstantin Cher- 
nenko, who are widely viewed as Brezhnev's 
possible successors, were among the Polit- 
buro members who saw him off at the airport.

Undisbursed 
credit commitments, which in the first half of 
1 98 1 rose by S5 billion worldwide, did not 
increase at all in the final six months of the 
year, it said. 

Loans outstanding to East Europe rose 
SI. 4 billion in the last six months of 1981 
w'hioh coincided with the Polish crisis, but this 
was less than half the increase in the first six 
months. BIS said. A similar reluctance to 
extend credit to heavy borrowers in Latin 
America such as Brazil. Mexico and Ven- 
ezuela was also evident in the BIS figures. 


Makes digital audio disc 


Sony strives to sweeten the sound of music! 


TOKYO, July 4 — You take your favorite 
stereo record oS the shelf, brush off the dust, 
and discover that it has been warped into a 
hopeless S-curve by the summer heat. 

*7116 Sony Corp.. in cooperation with the 
I Dutch audio giant Philips, has developed a 
stereo system which claims to solve that prob- 
lem and makes the conventional turntable as 
old-fashioned as the windup gramophone. 

Besides delivering “far superioi*' sound 
quality. Sony engineers say the digital audio 
disc (DAD) eliminates the problems of dust, 
warping, and normal album wear and tear. It 
Ls scheduled to appear on Japanese markets 
this fall, and in Europe and the United States 
next year. But Japan's other audio makers 
are hedging their bets on whether consumers 
will buy the DAD. 

Just one-sixth the size of the conventional 
Vinyl LP. the disc measures 1 2 centimeters (4 
3-4 inches) across. 

Encased in a thin layer of plastic, each 
aluminum disc is imprinted with digital sign- 


als. or pits, which are “read" by a laser 
device. Only one side is used, but 60 to 80 
minutes of music can be imprinted, more than 
the playing time of a noimal LP. 

The laser, like a camera lens, focuses on 
spirming aluminum and is Impervious to dust 
on the plaitic outer layer. Unl&e a stereo's 
needle, the laser never touches the disc's sur- 
face and thus is not worn down by long usage. 

To demonstrate the ^stem’s resistance to 
vibration. Akira Suzuki, the manager of 
Sony’s digital audio project, picked up the 
machine and shook it. Bea^oven's sym- 
phony played on. 

A “sound menu*' is imprinted at the 
beginning of each disc which tells the 
machine where each song begins, allowing 
the owner to quickly find bis favorite song by 
pushing a button on the player. 

But it is the quality of the sound reproduc- 
tion W'*hich Sony believes will allow the DAD 
to find its place in an already-crowded audio 
market. 

The needle of a conventioual stereo runs in 


a groove, picking up the left and right chan- 
nels and sending the separate signals to ihc j 
amplifier and the speakers. As the laser reads 
the digital signals, the two channels are 
picked up separately and channel mixing 
minimal. Sony claims the digital system is far 
more faithful in reproducing high frequen- 
cies. and chat static noise is minimal. 

But whether the disc will make its Vjn>; 
cousin obsolete is a crystal ball question 
which only the marketplace can divine. 

Sony's Kathy Brennan, who has been! 
promoting the DAD. or “compact disc*' asj 
Sony ralk it. at trade shows, said the sound if ! 
^ superior to conventional stereo, and ;h^:i 
discs so much more durable, that 
acceptance of the system is just a matter i>i "a[

New Zealanders get a jolt 


v\ ELLINGTON. July 4 (R) — New Zea- 
landers were startled this week to hear their 
country was suffering from unprecedented 
poverty-. 

The assertion came from one of New Zea- 
land's most distinguished economists, who 
said that one citizen in five lived below the 
poverty line. 

The same day it was revealed that, in a 
nation that has always prided itself in the 
supposed ability of every man to own his own 
home, thousands were living in cars, garages, 
and caravans in Auckland, the country's 
largest city. 

'The poverty assertion by Brian Easton, 
director of New Zealand's independent Insti- 
tute for Economic Research, has been 
ridiculed by the government but supported 
by social workers. 

Social Welfare Minister Venn Young said 
the claim was unsubstantiated and challenged 
Easton to come up with sound research to 
back it 1 ^. Social Welfare Department 
(SWD) officials said there was no such thing 
as a "poverry line.” 

Poverty in New Zealand is not like that in 
underdeveloped nations and Easton based 
his views on Western poverty standards. "By 
poverty we mean the financial ability for 
someone to be a normal member of the com- 
muniiy — this is a concept used throughout 
the Western world." he said. 

He said a royal commission in 1972 had 
found I he social welfare benefit — paid to the 
unemployed and those too sick to work — 


was the minimum an individual could live on. 

This is now New Zealand $ 1 27.28 (S94 1 a 
week for a couple. It cost about New Zealand 
S227 (S168) for a family with three children 
to maintain the same living standard, he said. 

Easton said he took a 1975 SWD study, 
updated the data, and found that 13-20 per- 
cent of all New Zealanders were forced to live 
on incomes below these levels. 

Social workers agreed. One in an outer 
suburb of Wellington, the capital, said she 
had seen poverty of a kind usually associated 
with the Third World.

U.S. deficit cut vital — OECD 


PARIS. July 4 (AFP) — The Uniied-States' 
could make a major contribution to stabiliz- 
ing the world economy and boosting growth 
by curbing its budget deficit — but there is no 
need to ease monetary policy and interest 
rates are likely to remain relatively high as 
inflation falls to around 6.5 percent. 

These are the main conclusions indicated 
here Sunday by the Organization for 
Ecomonic Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) in its Hrst survey of the U.S. 
economy since the Reagan administration 
came to power on promises of a monetaTist 
experiment. 

The survey said that it isgeneratly believed 
that the federal budget deficit "will be at or 
above S12U billion to $150 billion for some 
lime.” 

Forecasting that tax cuts, higher social 
benefits and falling inflation will boost dis- 
posable incomes after July 1982, it added: 
"this recovery in disposable incomes and the 
buoyancy of defense spending are expected 
to lead to a recovery in demand and output 

Banks to debate 
Argentine debts 

TOKYO, July 4 (AFP) — A group of U.S. 

- commercial banks, led by the Citibank, has 
called for a meeting with Japanese banks on- 
how to help Ai^endna face debt payment 
problems, the influential economic daily 
NQioh Keizai reported here Sunday. 

Argentina is said to be facing a deteriorat- 
ing foreign currency reserve in the wake of 
the Falklands war.

But if a budget solution is not poss- 
ible, and November elections cause delay, 
there is a danger of “severe recession". 

The survey declared that “achievement of 


a signifiant and permanent reduction of 
inflation in the U.S. would be of crucial 
importance in stabilizing the world economy. 

“Although this would invitably requtm a 
temporary period of weak demand, the net 
balance of costs and benefits for tbe other 
OECD countries would probably be favor- 
able," it continued. 

This view is significant as the general com- 
plaint of other industrialized countries is that 
high U.S. interest rates are causing unneces- 
sary and uni. acceptable recession through the 
world. 

The OECD was founded in Paris in 1960 
help members achieve sound economic 
growth, and all 24 members are the leading 
non-Communist industrialized countries. 

However, the survey of the U.S. economy 
did recognize that other members have faced 
the dilemma of allowing their currencies to 
depreciate against the dollar, or of raising 
interest rates to domestically unnecessary 
levels.

Japan set for trade surplus record 


TOKYO. July 4 (AFP) — Japan will chalk 
up a comfortable 1982 trade surplus of $13.5 
billion with the LInited States, up on last 
year's $ 1 3.3 balance. Nomura Research Sec- 
urities has predicted here. 

The firm, a private institute, forecast that 
Japanese exports to the United States would 
be up around one percent to $39 billion, and 
that imports would grow 0.8 percent to $25.5 
billion. 

Nomura added that steel exports to 
Washington should drop 24.5 percent after 
climbing 47.5 percent last year, and that the 
growth of car exports would be cut from*l 1 .2 
percent last year to six percent in 1 982. 

Last year. U.S. exports to Japan grew 3.6 
percent. The institute attributed the slow- 
down this year to smaller exports from the 
U.S. aeronautics and food product sectors. 

llie trade unbalance with Japan has been a 


sore point with the West and bes led to their 
mounting pressure oq Japan to ease the trade 
barriers to enable them to boost their 
exports. Japan, recently bowed to the 
demand, and has eased the tariff barriers to 
some extent. 

In London, meanwhile. Jap>an'$ economic 
and trading policies came under fresh attack 
Saturday ^m British overseas trade chief 
John Caines, who said they- could not be 
reconciled to a“commitment toward an open 
trading system". 

Ad(&essing an export conference of the 
Society of Motor Manufactures and Traders 
(SMVT) in Birmingham rCaines conceded, 
however, that Tokyo appeared to be suc- 
cumbing to pressure from its trading partners 
to improve its economic relations with the 
Eurepean Economic Community and the 
United States. 


PARIS. (AFP) ~ French industrialists 
are taking a gloomy view of production 
prospects over coming months, ihe research 
institute Insee reported here in its June sur- 
vey. The responses, some of which predated 
the June 1 2 devaluation of the French franc, 
revealed that the country’s industrial cli- 
mate was still depressed. The stabilization 
in production of toth capital and consumer 
goods in the first quarter of this year was 
maintained in the second quarter.

Strong-arm athletes Mad 
Russians to fine victory 


INDIANAPOLIS, Indiana, July 4 (Agen- 
cies) ^ Led by hammer throwcis Yuriy 
Syedikh and Sergey Litvinov, the Soviet 
Union men’s track and field team handed the 
snake-bitten United States squad its first 
defeat on American soil Saturday in a dual 
meet competition. 

The Soviet men finished the two-day meet 
at Indiana University with 118 points to 100 
for the United States. The American men had 
beaten the Soviets in all eight previous meets 
in the United States. The American men, 
however still have a 12-6 lead over the 
Soviets in the series. 

The Soviet women, meanwhile, continued 
domination over the Americans, winning for 
the I7th time in 18 meetings, Spurred by 
three 1-2 sweeps Saturday, they amassed 89 
points to 67 for the Americans. 

Overall, the Soviets compiled 207 points to 
167 for the United States for their J4ih vic- 
tory in the series which began in 1958. The 
Americans have won three times and there 
has been one tie. 

The Americans, despite not having their 
strongest men's team — due to injuries, 
defections and other reason — received sev- 
eral discouraging blows and disappoint- 
ments. 

Tbe misfortunes began Friday night when 
Tony Darden, the second-place finisher in 
the 400-meter race, was disqualified for run- 
ning out of his lane. Paul Jordan, third-place 
finisher in the triple jump, was dropped to 
fourth after the Soviets protested that he was 
illegally given an extra try. The inability of 
national pole vault record holder Dave Volz 
to clear a height also hurt the U.S. squad. 

The Americans appealed the Jordan deci- 
sions and one other in favor of the Soviets, 
but lost their appeals to the jury of appeals. 

In Caorle, Italy, American Lillie Gault just 
missed scoring a double at the international 
athletic meet, winning the 100 meters but 
being beaten by one hundredth of a second in 
the 1 10 meters hurdles by West German Karl 
Donges. 

Coaipatrioi Walter MacC'oy also missed 
bis double, scoring a dear win in the 200 
meters but managing only second to 


Trinidad's .Michel Paul in the 40U. Carl Beit 
notched up the third American gold with a 
narrow win over teammate Brad Pursley in 
tbe pole vault.

MADRID, July 4 (AP) — English World 
Cup manager Ron Greenwood refused to 
name his team on the eve of Monday's do- 
or-die match with Spain. 

England needs to win — either by two 
goals or 1^ a one-goal margin of 3-2 or higher 
to be assured of advancing. A 1-0 victory, a 
loss or a draw would move West Germany 
from second-round Greup ‘S’ into the fin^ 
four, while a 2-1 victory would force a draw- 
ing of lots between England and West Ger- 
many. 

“There are reasons obviously and it's not 
just to be awkward." Greenwood said of his 
reluctance to talk about the lineup after the 
fmal training session at Nav Frrada Sunday. 

“There are no injuries. But there are 
doubts about injuries. 1 just want to make 
sure they're 100 percent fit." The question 
marks are Steve Coppell and Kevin Keegan. 
“Kevin is available for selection. He is fit and 
available," the English manager said. 

Keegan, twice European player of the 
year, missed England's four previous game 
vrith a back Injury, which he says is healed. 
“But DOW Tve got sore legs instead he said. 
“I have trained hard for the last three days. 
Before that I didn't practice for 10 days." 

CoppeD, the Manchester United winger, has 
had Imee problems all season. His knees hurt 
after England drew (M) with West Germany 
in their opem'ng Group ‘B* Match, but be was 
back in training Sunday. 

Greenwood believes Spain will play with a 


lot of pride, passion and freedom. "There is 
DO pressure on them now," Greenwood said. 
“They’re out of the World Cup. “We don't 
really know what the reaction will be. But 
that's their problem. I can’t worry about 
that.” 

If England wins 2-1 lots will be drawn to 
decide £e semifinalists. "Thafs the rules of 
the competition and we have to accept it. It's 
no good complaining. We just have to make 
sure it doesn’t become necessary," Greenr 
wood said. 

“ We're afraid of no one. We beat Spain 2-0 
last time in Barcelona before the European 
champHonships two years ago." In 1 5 previ- 
ous meetings. England has won 8, Sp^ 6 and 
one match has been drawn. Spain won tbe 
last, 2-1. at Wembley in 1981. 

England will most likely field a team that is 
not much different from the one that tied the 
Germans, although Greenwood may gamble 
with Keegan as a substitute. 

Keegan says it has been frustrating to 
watch England's games from the Adelines. 
“But it made me a good critic’’ he joked. *'I 
learned to watch football for the firrt time in 
my life. But Tve enjoyed it because the team 
has played so well without me." 

Keegan said that Spain wants to show it is a 
good side. “Probably that result may work 
just as much against us. as for us." he said. I 
don't think Spain uill srore against us." said 
striker Paul Mariner. “So I tMnk we're cap- 
able of getting two goals. 1 hope we win 2-0." 


FIFA flays exorbitant deals 


MADRID. Spain. (AP) — Top officers of 
the Federation of Imemational Football 
Associations (FIFA) have called for "posi- 
tive play" and better stadium conditions to 
reverse declining attendance at soccer 
matches. 

Id a report prepared for FIFA's congress 
Friday in Madrid. FIFA president Joao 
Havelange and general secretary Joseph 
Blatter ^so denounced “extravagant" prices 
paid for some soccer player. 

“It has often been said that football is 
experiencing a crisis now. but this does not 
seem to be ffie case, fortunately, if football is 
considered at tbe world level." said the 
report signed by Havelange and Blatter. A 
text of the report was released here Sunday. 

But the document noted that since football 
is “an integral part of our social structure, it is 
affected by economic recessions. By a stroke 
of luck, football has not yet suffered too much 
from this pbeDomena." it said. But it added 
that many individual clubs are in financial 
difficulty. 

It charged that many financial problems 
stem from “exhoriniant price paid for the 
transfer of certain players" that “only 
increase tbe financial burdens of clubs which 
are foced with diminishing return, from 
reduced gates." 

“Within this context: It should be said that 
it is up to FbotbaD to react to this disinterested 
attitude by keeping tbe general public more 
alert and pleasing performances, in other 


words, more offensive play and more comfort 
in tbe stadia." tbe report said. It also said that 
holding matches in winter hurts attendance. 

FIFA rejects EngfruMTs idea 
MADIRD. July 4 (Agencies) — T he 
International Football Federation (FIFA) 
Saturday turned down an appeal by England 
against an interpretation the nile which 
could cost them a place in the World C!up 
semifinals. 

England protested about FIFA’s clarifica- 
tion of tbe rde governing when lots should be 
drawn to decide semifinal places, if teams 
finished level on points or goal difference in 
Group “B" .

COLOMBC*. July 4 (R) — The Sri Lankan 
government said Sunday it would take 
appri'ipriatc action on the; Italian request to 
extradite Scpala Ekunayake. a Sri Lankan 
who hijacked an Italian airliner to Bangkok 
last Wednesdav and obiaincd a 5300.000 


ransom. 

The government's assurance came in an 
official statement just hours after Ekanayake 
was remanded in cu<tody until July 16 but it 
did not spell out 'Ahat action was contemp- 
lated. Ekanayake was arrested Saturday in 
the southern city of Galle while on his way to 
his home village and appeared before magis- 
trate Sarath Ounetillake. He was charged 
with extortion and keeping stolen money. 

The magistrate also issued an order freez- 
ing S280.000 the hijacker had deposited 
Sturday in the state-owned Bank of Ceylon. 
Ekanayake hiiacked an Alitatia Boeing 747 
between Nev% Delhi end Bangkok and 
threatened to blow up the aircraft unless he 
was paid the ransom, united with his 
estranged Italian wife and son and given a 
safe conduct out of Thailand. His demands 
were accepted. 

At first Lanka said it did not contemp- 
late pressing any charges against the hijacker 
who spent his money freely entenaining his 
friends and reiadons. But E kanayake' s run of 
good luck lasted only for a few hours after he 
arrived in Colombo to a hero's welcome from 
a cheering crowd.

SUVA, Fiji. July 4 (AP) — The delicate 
racial harmony between native Bjians and 
the Indian community is under increasing 
strain as this tiny South Pacific island nation 


prepares for its fourth general election since 
gaining independence ^m Britain in 1 970. 


Police Saturday held Ekanayake and 
detained his wife Anna Aldoravandi and son. 
His brother Saihyapala was also arrested and 
remanded until July 1 6. Police said his wife's 
passpon had been seized and that she would 
be required io stay here until in\'estigations 
ended. Ekanayake's passport was taken on 
arrival.

The contest for the 52 parliamentaiy seats 
at stake in the July 10 voting is mainly along 
racial lines and political ideology is playmg 
little pan in the campaign.

Foreign 
Minister Sahul Hameed also assured the 
ambassador the government would take 
appropriaic action on all aspects under Sri 
Lankan laws. 


The ruling Alliance Party, which has held 
office since independence, gets most of its 
support from the native Fijians, descendants 
of the origina] Melanesian warriors who 
earned Fiji its origina! name of the Cannibal 
Isles, and now a. minority in their own land. 

The opposition National Federation Party 
(NFP) gets the bulk of its support from the 
Indian community, which comprises half the 
population. Both race and land ownership 
are fundamental to Bjian politics. Fijians 
make up 46 percent of the population, but 
own 83 percent of this countiy s 7,000 square 
miles of dry land, spread over 500 islands. 

The Indians, or^nally imported by the 
British to work the sugar plantations, donii- 
nate commerce and government service. 
They face a landless future because Fji^ 
land is held communally and cannot be dis- 
posed of by individuals. 


In 1 977 elections, the last held, the emerg- 
ing Fijian Nationalist Parly, campaigning a 
"Hjiforthe Fijian” platform, captured about 
one-fouitfa of the votes that oormaliy go to 
the Alliance Party and coA h its parliamen- 
tary majority. The Hjian Nationalist Party’s 
platform included a call for deportation of 
Indians. 


The constitution gives 22 seats to Fijians. 
22 to Indians and eight ti^eneral voters — 
people who are neither Hjian nor Indian. 
Thus the fragile balance is held by the general 
voters, who have so for aligned themselves 
with tte Fijian-dominated Alliance. 


The National Federation Party took half 
the 52 parliamentary seats, but was unable to 
form a government due to a leadei^p strug- 
gle and oervousuess about trying to govern 
without a clear parliamentary majority and 
the Alliance Party swept back to power in 
new elections six months later. 

The present campaign is further confiised 


Fiji has a complex voting system which 
adds to the difficulties of election forecasting 
— each voter gets to vote four times. A voter 
casts one vote for his communal repr^nta- 
tive, then one each for the Fijian. Indian and 
general representative of his choice. 


With such a complex voting system and the 
fact that polling stations are scattered 
throughout more than 1 00 inhabitated far- 
flung islands, actual voting wfll take a week. 
Results are expected to be known on inly 1 8.

Arson blamed for Dublin tragedy 


DUBLIN, Ireland, July 4 (AP) — A fire 
which killed 48 young people and injured 1 28 
in a Dublin disco last year was probably 
started deliberately, according to an offidal 
report to be published Monday. 

Government sources who have seen in the 
report said the 1,200-page document con- 
cludes an unknown person inside the disco 
used a knife to slash a seat and then deliber- 
ately set the foam stuffing alight. Most of the 
victims were choked in thick black smoke 
from combustible furnishing, it says. 

The public inquiry lasted 120 days, the long- 
est in Irish Republic history. The fire was in 
the Dublin North Central electoral district of 


Prime Minister Charles J. Haugbey. 

The sources said the report criticizes the 
diteo owners, the department of the envi- 
ronment and Dublin corporation and 
recommends reorganization of Dublin's fire 
brigade. 


They sa'id the report finds the building was 
never examined by any corporation fire 
inspector, no action was taken a building- 
surveyor on flammable carpet xiles ao ^ 
walls in breach of regulations, and on the 
nigbt of the fire one fire exit was locked and 
locks and chains were draped on others to 
give the impression they were locked.

expected to keep power 


MEXICO CITY, July 4 (AFP) — Mexi- • 
cans were Sunday electing a new president 
and renewed houses of parliament, with the 
Institutional Revolutionary Party (PRI) con- 
fident of retaining the power it has held 
unbroken for 52 years. 

The man expmed to become Mexico's 
20th president rince the revolution, beating 
six other candidates, was PRI candidate and 
former Planning and Budget Minister Miguel 
de la Madrid, 47, following President Jose 
Lopez Portillo. 

But according to some estimates up to 60 
percent of the 32 million eligible voters were 
expected to abstain, despite vigorous appeals 
from both government and opposition. Many 
voters were expected to stay home to watch 
the world football cup on television from 
Spain. 

Founded in 1929 by Plutarco Elias Calles, 
a hero of the 1 9 1 0 revolution, under the ear- 
lier name of National Revolutionary' Party, 
the PRI has its roots in both factory and the 
countryside. Party leaders point out that the 
PRI has given Mexico half a century of stabil- 
ity and growth. 

De La Madrid's opponents today covered 
the political spectrum from the extreme right 
to Tiotskyisnr. But the main opponents were 
Pablo Emilio Madero of the National Action 
Party, Arooldo Martinez Verdugo of the 
Mexican Unified Socialist Party — a leftist 
coalition including Communists — and Can- 
dido Diaz Cereceio of the Socialist Workers 
Party. 

other candidates are Rosario Ilbarra 
de Piedra of the Trotskyist Workers 
Revolutionary Party and the first woman to 
run for the office in Mexico, Ignacio Gon- 
zalez Gollaz (Mexican DemoCTatic Party) of 
the extreme right, . and Manuel Moreno 
Sanchez (Social Democratic Party). 

The PRF s power base rests firmly on three 


labor organizations: The Workers Confeder- 
ation of Mexico, the National Peasants Con- 
federation and the National Confederation of 
People's Organizations, which groups work- 
ers from taxi drivers to waiiewrs to sirect 
vendors of Lottery tickets. 

The ruling party conducted its campaign, 
as always, on Its free compulsoiy education 
program, and, in foreign policy, on supports 
for the sovereignty and self-determination of 
an nations, and rejection of any armed action.
